Mohsin Khan, of Kuddapa aent overs to Sarvar Khin 
Commandant of Siddhavatam ; (vitlg Sodhont) sum- 
moaning him to attend. But ho was afraid to go to 
Kuddapa., Thereupon Mobsint Khan plannod an ex~ 
pelltion to seize Sarvar Khan. This camo to his 
sara: and thereupon he, with a few followers fled to 
Khummum (yulg. Cumbhum). Thore ho collected a 
amall force and once made a descent upon Sitdhayat 
(his own residence) and did some cruol asts: while 
the troops in the fort resisted him, Ho attacked 
them but having no success ho turned back. In the

Whon Halim Khan knaw of Gayas Sahab’s approach 
ha marvelled what might bo his errand; so he sont 
Siddi Lillat with a detachment who met and fred on 
Ghayas Saheb, But he said [ am the borer of a geal 
ving from Nawab Mosum Khan to Nabob Halim Kkan : 
You should not attack mo, Theroupon they made 
Sclenda and procooded together to Cuddapa where 
Ghaoyas Saheb delivered the ring to Halim Khan, 

76, 6. Mohsin Khan died about this timo at Kan- 
tanolu, Halim Khan ruled Kuddapa and Siddhavat 
from §, 8, 1683-1601 (A. D. 1761-1799). But in 
this last year ‘tho Hnhadar’ (commonly called Hyder 
All Khan, rulor of Seringapatam) marchod with his 
army into that neighbourhood and encamped at Wan 
mitts, determined on attacking Habin Khan, Then 
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Halim Khan sont his minister Uttama Chanda Lala. 
to intoreade and to affer tribute and prosaut some 
monoy. Hyder acoapted this and marched away, 

76. 6, Halim IChan baglowed some lands (in jagive) j 
asa living on this minister Uttama Chunda Lata; who | 
howover was aocusod of haying abstructod purt of the 
proceeds, This avonsntion wag made by Rupu Ravn 
and by Kosiva Reddi of Uyatayada, The Nabob be- 
lioved their statemonts, and thereupon sent paople to 
plunder tho honsa of Uttamsa Chundu Lalo; thon 
this minister waa chained to the fovt of an elephant 
and trampled to death. . 

75. 7. In tho year Manmatha (A, D. 1776) Nizan 
Dhoainsa was sont by the Nawab Nizam Alt Khan 
with an army and aucamped in the neighbourhood of 
Hori Hara ((Turryhur), ‘hon Halim Khan went and 
met Dhowmsa and consulted with him plotting the 
destruction of (Hyder) ‘tho Bahadar.' This became 
known to Hydor who quitted Soringapatam and 
marched by the Bellary roud. Meanwhile Dhoamsa 
prepared to march away by the Nirmat routos and 
he desired Hallm Khan to go home to Cuddnapa. 

75. 8 Malim Khan sot out and marched noith- 
wards, crossing the Tumbhadia, and travelling by the 
road of Gonupalll where ho romnined two days with 
Munavvar Khan the Nabob of (Kurnool) Kandanalu: 
andthen marched with his own troaps to Chakarlapa+ 
Jom near Duboor ; tho fort at this village boing in the 
lands of Mattla Appaiin Razu, baron of Chitwel, he 
besioged tho fort for four mouths and on conquering 
the place he mavahad on to the fort of Siddhavatam, 

75, 9 Ho sent splod to engnira whoro Hyder then 
was: anil was told that UWydor was dead.  Efalin 
Khan was woll pleasod ani bextowed gifts on the men 
who brought theso tidings. ‘Mix becume known to 
Hydar and he thavefore sent a detachment command. 
ed by Mir Sahob to besiege Cuddapa. Mir Saheb 
marehed to the neighbourhood of Duhoor and eap- 
tured the fort of Kammadi. 

75, 10, On heaving of this Halim Khan sont his 
two beothers Ghafly Michi and Sayad Mavjan with 
his son Mugen Misjau: giving tham some supplics 
and guns commanded by Siddi Hillal they ware thus 
sent to guard Cuddapa. This party marched to Kad. 
dopo and found that Mir Saheb had alroady takon tha 
fort at Kummaddi, ‘Theroupon they turnod and went 
to Duhoor and atrongthencd that forts pitching their 
eamp outside, 

76. 1. Iyder's officer Mir Saheb act out from 
Kummaddi and marched to Jambulamadaka (now 
called Jummulmudgoo) and took that town: thea 
ho preceeded to Poddutur and after taking that place 
ho was attnoked by Hugen Mirjan and others who lay 
€neampod at Duhoor, ‘They drove him away frou 
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Poadatoor aud thon they returned and remained at 
Duhoor. Hyder was then at Chitracallu and Mir 
Sohob sent 4 message to him praying a reinforcoment 
without which ho said he could not take Kuddapoh. 

16, ‘12. Ov hearing of this, Hyder set out with 
‘Typpoo and marched his entire army to Dukoor and 
hattod on the south-wost of that town at the village 
of Kundu-gadda : while his troops were spread 
throwgh Jillelu, Tangatoor, Velivola and Chilanaour- 
ra. Halim Khan was warned that the ‘ Babadar’ 
and Tippoo were marching on his town from Chitra- 
cal. On hearing of this he wrote letters to Ifusen 
Mirjan, Ghafer Mirjan and Siddi Hilial ordaring them 
to unite all thear troops at Kadapa, 

But Siddi Hillal was treacherous to him and was 
inclined to side with [Hyder] Bahadar. Ile there- 
fore did not deliver tho lotter which was addressed to 
Husen Mirjan: he concealed it. 

75. 18, On the night of 15 Chaitva, Vicari §. 8, 
1701 (i.e. tat April 1779) after supper, Huson Mir- 
yaa, and Ghafev Mirjan taking Siddi Tila and all 
their troops, marched against tho invading force ; 
for they imagined this force to bo Mir Salab'a alons : 
they wore ignotant of the arrival of IHydor and Tip- 
poo. They proudly said Shall Mir Sahab be able to 
withatand us? ‘Theo two Nabobs [1, e, Husen and 
Ghafer] mounted cach an elephant ond taking Siddi 
Hillal with thom they entered the plain and there they 
baheld Hydor's army. Whichover way thoy looked, as 
fav aa the eyo could go, there were cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, without ond. 

75. 14, Vhon they aent for Siddt HiNal with some 
prudent tnon of rank, and aaid ; tho army appears en~ 
ormous; Jt does not look like the army of Mir Saheb 
vhould Hyder be here, miachiot will happan, What 
ehiance have we against a fores so huge? ow shall 
wo find out whether this ia the army of Miv Sahob or 
that of Hyder himself. To thts speech some ablo 
eommandors replied by offering to go and find out the 
truth, ‘Con horsemen theronpon attacked Iyder's 
body guard, and acized one whom they brought 
back ond quostionod him. Mo assured them snying 
both Hydor and Tippoo are now present in the camp 
an wo you cannot oscapo: if you are prudent, you 
will not bogin tho assault but the retreat. 

75. 15, Whon Husen and Ghafer Miyan heard 
these words, thoy said, “We might retiro Ioisuraly had 
wetimy, but to retrent suddenly would be rash and 
feuitlese. Let ag therefore commenes the attack,’ 
with this resolution they prepared both the infantry 
and artillery, and chained the elophanta (to keep 
them from running away] and on tho night [of 1 
April] at midnight they commencod tho assault. Tho 
wattle continued antil feur ghurress {two Buglish 


hours, nearly] aftor sunrise and was very furious . 
but Huson and Ghafer lost many men and were uni- 
bio to atand their grounds they thoefoo turned and 
drew off thelr clophants and retreated to Mitta. mani 
palloh, pursned by Hydor’s carbinoers and other ca- 
valry who slaw such as were fleeing, At noon an the 
day aftor full moon (24 April) these two Nabobs wore 
surrounded on their elephants by IIyder's ont bineers, 

76, 16, Both being taken prisoners Hyder mareh- 
ad at once to the thick tamarind forsst near Siddha- 
yatam and genta message to (their father} Ialim 
khan ordering him to appear in the presence, Before 
darfug to preseut himselfflalim Khan releasod Raves, 
Ram tho Kayast and Ghayas Saheb the Turk (both 
of whom he had kept in prisou,) and ho sent them to 
make terms with Hyder. 

75. 17. Those two went to Hyder and treachie- 
rously joined themselves with him. They said If you 
will give us some troops we will introduce them unto 
the fort and if you will have your troops rendy out- 
side, the fort wlll fall unto your hands, Hyder gave 
them some troops whom those two men brought to 
the gato of Siddhayatam, Halim Khan's son-in-law 
and others on seeing thesa troops went and told Wn. 
Him Khan saying the messongers we rent (Rup Ram 
and Ghayas Saheb) have returned, accompanied by 
troops: it looks like treason, 

76. 18. Then Halin Khan sent out two propor 
mossengers to confer with Rup Ram and Gaya 8a. 
hob : the messongerssaid you wentout to offer terme ; 
why do you now return with troops? Rup Ram and 
Ghayas Snheb roplied Wo havo settled tho terms 
peaceably, and we will now report the partienlars to 
the Nabob [moaning Halim Khan}. When Uydor dis- 
missod us ho said As we have now made an agroemont 
T will givo you some of my troops who aro to bead- 
mitted [into Siddhavatam] and to walk ronnd the 
ramparts. If this is agrecable to you, I will consent to 
your proposals, but not othorwise. If you refuse I shall 
lesiogs your town, As Hyder spoke thus, we as your 
ftenda consented, and he has aont his troops here with 
us. Ifyou wish well to Halim Khan you should ro. 
present these thinga to lim, and Induce him to allow 
these troops to ontor and walk round tho Jamparts : 
whilo we ourselves will stato to him the conditions on 
which Hyder offora peace, 

75, 19, The messengers thon returned into the fort 
and stated all thia to Halim Khan, who consonted and 
admitted Rup Ram and Ghayas Saheb with tho troops 
within tho walla. But presently thore appearod nnder 
the walla more of Iyders troops, both horse, cavbineers, 
and infantry ; who had been lying in waitin the rear. 

76. 20. Whon Halim Khan's servants ruturned to 
him they warnos him that the whole of Hyder force 
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was now marohtng up to tho fort. ‘Theis is now, sald 
they, no doubt of their designs, and if you will insue 
orders wo will commence the battle, But Rap Roan 
und Ghayas Saheb being then in the Nabob's prasence 
replied ; What though the simy of Hyder draw near 
our walls, what does it signify t as soon as the purty 
already admitted ehall go out ngain, after walling 
young tho walls, terms of peace shall be sottled : jnay

76. 21, Yialim Khan truatod theso advisera and 
orderot his mon to make no attack on Hyder’s saldi- 
eis, While Hydor’s guards wore still insido tho fort» 
thre entered first infantry, and then some (Karolu 
Sayar) cavalry, aud, reached Halim Khan's door, 
whereupon Halim Khan’s men fd a few shote, Buy 
Hyder's army being not only the stronger but kowlss 
the best roguidtad, paid no attention to such a paltry 
resistance and took possession of the fort. 

75, 29, The troops who wore first udiitted set up~ 
on Halim Khun’s residence : audatthat moment Hyder 
entered with all his army, seized Halim Khan with his 
wives aud children and sont them all captives to Se- 
ungapatam, Halim Khan's goods and wealth, with all 
ho had placed at Cuddapah, were all within one month 

‘vansmitted to Seringapatam: while Hyder garrlsonad 
Siddhavetam ond Cuddapa: which had for cightoon 
years beon ruled by Halim Khan, During Halim 
Khgn’s roign overy pagoda in Siddhavat was in rulus.

76, ‘Shits intelligence wia at once made knawn tn 
Halim Khan (1) at Stddhout: then lo necoptadt 
torms and camo ont of his fort [of Siddhout] | Wilk 
195] and Hyder aent him and his wif and family to 
Soringapatam where he imprisoned thom." Hyder 
now placad garrisons throughout the Cuddapah coun- 


try: which he ontrusted to Miv Ali Razar Khan, and 
returned home to Seringapatam (2). 


Hyder now meditated an embassy to Delhi. Ho 
Appointed Bal Mucunda Dass Soucar; and Kar~

‘Phe Mahvatta hiatouian’s plain unvainished tale 
‘eng concluded, T thmk some apology fs requited, 
regarding the 1ude ubrupt style he uses, I could 
easily have smoothed jis language, but an oxact 
transcript is perhaps the most trusiworthy. 

A locont publication entitled “Our Lastorn Em-~ 
pire; by Charles MacFarlane,” (Loudon 1848,) gives 
a clear and excoflont sketch of the history of Myder 
and Tippoo. Mr, Gleig’s Lify of Sir Thomas Munro, 
sontatns several animated and cxagt details of the 
sare eyants, 

T will conclude tha memoirs with a document 
prin,ed in the appondix (pago CI,) to Colonel Bent. 
son's history of tho War with Tippoo Sultan, 4to, 
London, 1800, 

“Several paiticulars relating to the conduct of 
Tippoo Sultan on the 4th of May, 1790; collected 
whivfly from the relation of the Killadar of Soringa- 
patam, and ftom Accounts givon by his own sor. 
grants &e, 

“Whon tho Sulton left his palaco he was dressed in 
o light coloured jackot, wide trowsors of fine flowered 
chintz, neash ofa dark rod silk stuf, and g tba, 
with ono or two ornaments; ho had on his sword, in 
arich belt, slung on hia right shonldor, and a smal; 
cartridge box, hung to an embrofdered belt, thrown 
over his loft shoulder; his ¢azuz,* ox talisman, was 
fastened under the jachet, on Iisiight arm, a littl 
helow tho shoulder, Ifo went out early in the fore~ 
noon, as was his custom daily, to one of the cavaliois 
on the outer rampnrt of the nosth face, wheneo he 
could obsoryo what was doing on both sides, and 
remained there till about noon; when he took hig 
usual yopnst under a pandal.] It would appoar he 
had then no suspicion of the intended attack £ for 
when reports wore made to him, fiom the west fuca, 
that our paralisls and approachos wore unusually 
crowded with Europoans, and a number of Doolios 
behind, he expressed not tho least apprelrension, nox 


took any other precaution; byt desing the messon- 
ger to retuin with ordors to Meer Goffar, with the

troops on duty near ‘the biench, fo keep on thoir 
guard, A moment afler, word was brought that 
Meor Goffas had fallon near the breach by 4 cannon 
shot, At this intelligauee, the Sultan greatly agitat~ 
ed, ordered the troops that were near him under arms, 
and his sei vants to load the carbines, or short fuzoes, 
which thoy canied for us own use, He then, after 
receiving another report, which wasrecoived privately. 
hastened along the rampart townids the broach, fol- 
lowed hy servants, slaves, anda select guard, under 
soveral chiefs, till he met the fugitives, and perceived 
that the hoad of the Europeans had alieady mounted 
and gainoil the rampart; he endeavoured to stop his 
flying troops, and joining many of these to his own 
guard, encouraged them by his volce and example to 
make a determined stand: hovepoatodly fled on our 
tvoops himself; and one of his sorvants deolaes ho 
saw him bring down several Europoans near tho top 
of the breach, Notwithstanding theso oxertions, 
when tho front of the Emopean flank companies (of 
the left attack,) approached tho spot whore tho Sultan 
stood, he found himself almost alone, and was foreed 
to retire to tho traverses of tho noth rampart; there 
he dofonded ono after another with tha bravest of his 
mon aud officers, and, assisted by the five of his peo- 
plo on the inner wall, two ot thee times bi ought tho 
head of our flank compinics, who wore pushing on 
with thof usual ardour, to a stand, Tho loss herd 
woul have boon much gronter on our part, had not 
tho light infantry, and part of tha buttalion compa- 
nies of the 12th 1ogiment, crossing tho innor ditch, 
and mounting the impart, driven the enemy from 
thenea, and takon in reverso those who, with the 
Sultan, were defending tho traverses of the outer ram- 
pat, Whileany of his troops remained with him, 
‘the Sultan continued to dispute the ground, till ho 
approachod the passage aovoss the ditch to tho gate of 
tho innor fort; hore he complained of pain and weak~- 
ness, in ons of his legs, which had beon badly wound. 
od whon he was vory Young, and, dosiring his mare 
might be brought, he monnted, and seeing the Euy 
ropetna still adyaneing on both ramparts, he mado 
for the gate followed by his pnlankeen, and a nnmbor 
of ofllcera, troops, and scrvanta, Itwaa then probably 


vilhor hig intention to haye entered and shut the gato, 
novder to-altuck the small body of our troops which 
had got into the inner fort, und, if anecessful In dyl- 

ving tesa out, to have attempled fo malntaln it 
against us, orto cndoavour to make his way to the 
palage, nd -thero make his Inst stand. But it was 
tho'willof Honven to frustrate these attempts, (as it 
had- done his ambitions plans,) and that he should 
nover again entor his pale: Qs As flo was oross- 
ing to the gate hy the Biri om from tho outa 
yampart, he recived « musket ball in his right side, 

nearly in a lino with tho breast; ho, howover, pns~ 
sod on until ha wns stopped about half throngh the 
arch of the gateway by the fra of the 12th Light 
Infantry from, within, when he received: a sceond 
ballin the right side, close to the other; the mare 
ho rode boing wounded at the some time, sunk under 
him, and his “turban fell on the ground, Many of 
his people foll about the same time on every sido of 
hin, by niuskotry, from both sides ofthe gate. ‘The 
fallen Sultan was immodiately raised by some of his 
faithful adherents, and placod upon his Palankeon

utidor the arch, and on one side of the gateway, whore 


he-lay or ant for some momonis faint and oxhausted 
wnitil somo European soldiers ontered tho gatowity, 
A servant who has survived relates, (hat one of tha 
soldiers seized the Sultan's sword-belt, and attemp- 
ted to ‘pull it off. that tho Sultan, who . still hold his 
sword in his-hand, mato a cut at the acldior with all 
romalning atrength, and wounded him about the 
knoe; on which tho soldier put his pices to his 
shoulder, and shot tho Sultan through tho tomplo, 
who iustantly, expired, Not Jess thanthroo hun- 
dred men woro killed, and numbors woundod, 
under the arch of this _gatoway, which saon  be- 
came impassable oxcopt over the boilies of the doad 
and dying, About desk, Major-Gonoral Daivd, in 
consequence of information ha had received at tho 
palaces, camo with Vghts to. this gate, accompaniod 
by the late killadar of the fort, and others, to search 
for the body of tho Sulton; and aftor much labour 
it was found dud brought fram undor'a heap of others 
to the inside: of the gate, ‘Lhe countenanco was no 
way distorted, but had an expression of stern com. 
posuro. The turban, jacket, sword, aud bolt, were
